AMMAN, Dec. 2 (AP) 
United Nations Secretary Dag 
Hammarskjold continued talks 
with Jordanian leaders today 
but there no indication 
of compromise in the dispute 
which U.N. sources fear may 
bring an open clash with Israel 

Trouble could break out 
Wednesday. when an _Isracli 
convoy again is scheduled to 
g0 to Mount Scopus. an Is- 
raeli enclave inside Jordanian 
territory. 

A spokesman for Hammar- 
skjold said that shooting might 
result if Jordan continues to 
refuse to allow convoys to get 
through and Israel insists on 
sending them. 

“This thing could get that 
serious if it is not settled,” he 
declared. 

Egypt Announces Support. 

The Jordan government got 
an unexpected lift from Egypt 
today in its argument with 
Israel. Egypt, which for weeks 
has been accusing Jordan of 
Zoing soft toward Israel, an- | 
nounced its full support for 
this country in the dispute. 

_ Said Ghamrawey, the Egyp- 
tian charge d’ affaires. made 
the announcement. 

Hammarskjold arrived from 
Beirut yesterday and talked -at 
length with 23-year-old King 
Hussein, had two long sessions | 
with Foreign Minister and 
Deputy Premier Samir Rifai 
and mét briefly with Premier 
Ibrahim Hashem. 

A communique said Hammar- 
skjold and Jordanian leaders 
discussed “‘problems rélating to 
the strengthening ‘of the posi-

Hammarskjold flew to the 
Middle East last week after 
Jordan turned back two Israeli 
convoys to Mount Scopus and 
also demanded that United 
States Marine Col. Byron Leary 
be removed as chief U.N. truce 
observer. 

Basis of Dispute. 

The Jordanians charged that 
gasoline carried by the convoys 
constituted military supplies 
barred by the Palestine armi- 
stice. Israel contended that the 
gasoline is needed for an elec- 
tric generator on Mount Scopus, 
a low hill inside the Arab-held 
old city of Jerusalem. The hill, 
occupied by Israel ever since 
the Palestine war, is the site of 
Hadassah hospital and the He- 
brew university. 

Jordan claimed that Col. 
Leary was biased in Israel’s 
favor and ahnounced it would 
no longer accept him as a 
mediator.

Vladimir Golschmann, who is 
observing his twenty-seventh 
season as conductor of the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra, has 
resigned to be free to devote 
himself entirely to music-mak- 
ing, it was announced today. 

In a Jetter to Orrin S. Wight- 
mann, president of the St. Louis 
Symphony Society, Golschmann 
stated he wished to be relieved 
of the administrative problems 
with which he has been bur- 
dened as musical director. He 
Said these problems have pre- 
vented the orchestra from keep- 
ing many outstanding players, 
and declared it was impossible 
to maintain first-rate standing 
with the loss in the past three 
years of about 40 per cent of 
the personnel. 


Golscnmann’s resignation, to 


become effective with the end 
of the current season next 
spring,, was accepted “with 


genuine regret” by Wightmann 
and by Roland Richards, chair- 
man of the society’s board of 
directors.

Tells of Helping Rig 
Phones in Detroit 
Teamster Of fice— 
Johnny Dio Is Linked 
to Job. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (UP)—A 
former New York state police 
trooper testified today that he 
helped install wiretaps in the 
Teamsters Union headquarters 
building in Detroit. 

The witness, Rudolph Doe- 
licke, said he now is an actor 
in Hollywood. 

He was today’s first govern- 
ment witness in the wiretap 
conspiracy trial of Teamsters 
President-elect James R. Hoffa. 
Owen Brennan, president of 
Detroit Local 337, and Bernard 
Spindel, a wiretap expert. 

Doelicke said he was a state 
trooper until the end of June 
1953, and helped Spindel finish 
the wiretap installations -on 
various telephones early last 
July. 

“We worked at night. after 
the headquarters building was 
closed, so that the work would 
not be noticed by other mem- 
bers of the union,” Doelicke 
said.

LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP) — 
Twenty-eight Antarctic-bound 
scientists have been removed 
from the British polar research 
ship Shackleton, which rammed 
an iceberg 1000 miles south of |

CYPRUS CHARGED 


Saudi Arabia Accuses 
Two Nations of ‘Un. 
holy Alliance’ in 
U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
Dec. 2 (AP) — Saudi Arabia 
charged today that Britain and 


France had entered an “unholy 
alliance’ in the United Na- 


tions on the question of. Al- 
geria and Cyprus 
Ahmad Shukairy, minister 


of state for Saudi Arabia, made 
the accusation before the 
U.N.’s 82-nation Political Com- 
mittee, now debating Algeria. 
He said Britain had found .it 
necessary to “come to the res- 
cue” of France, and added: 

“Obviously Britain and 
France are led by a communitv 
of interest, at least in this ses- 
sion and before this commit- 
The question of Algeria 
and the next item on our 
agenda, which is incidentally 
the question of Cyprus, go to 
explain this unholy alliance.” 

The United States is ex. 
pected to state its position on 
Algeria in a speech by Am- 
bassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
later in the week. The United 
States has been under con- 
siderable pressure by European 
states. and the Asian-African 
bloc to take a stand on Arab 
demands for Algerian indepen- 
dence. 

Shukairy made no direct ref- 
erence to this, but recalled that 
France had gone to the aid of 
the Americans in their war for 
independence. He added that 
this debt was paid off when 
the United States came to the 
help of France in World War 
I and II. He declared many of 
the sovereign states of today 
were the rebels of yesterday, 
“with the United States rank- 
ing as the oldest rebel in the 
caravan of liberty.” 

He urged the United Nations 


to take a “positive role” in 
reaching a settlement on Al- 
geria. He called for French . 


recognition of a provisional Al- 


gerian government which 
would negotiate with Paris. 
The political committee is- 
expected to deal with Cyprus, 
the British crown colony in the 
eastern Mediterranean, early 
next week. The British are re- 
sisting moves led by Greeée to 
give the predominantly Greek- 
speaking island the right to 
determine its own future.

COLOMBIANS VOTE. "mgm nwre owas, | 
FOR COALITION RULE 


BOGOTA, Dec. 2 (AP) — 
Colombia is scheduled to be 
governed for the next 12 years 
by a coalition of Liberals and 
Conservatives. 

Mai. Gen. Gabriel Paris, 
president of the five-man mili- 
tary junta, announced the 
voters. in a _ plebiscite held 
vesterday, approved constitu- 
tional amendments providing 
for the joint government 

An election board official 
said incomplete returns indi- 
cated more. than 3,500,000 per- 
sons voted. No breakdown on 
the vote was announced. 

It was the first time since 
1950 that Colombia had voted 
and the first time Colombian 
women had cast ballots. 

The junta has been govern- 
ing since a nation-wide strike 
of business and labor forced 
dictator Gen. Gustavo Rojas 
Pinilla to resign last May 
Colombia has had a decade of 
civil strife in which more than 
200,000 persons are believed 
to have been killed.

Mrs. Theo Defebio, a Fair- 


fax county mother whose two 
sons were denied admission to 
county schools because she. 
refused to sign the forms re- 
questing placement, argued that 
the law violated the federal 
Constitution 

Chief Justice Edward Hud- 
gins, who wrote the court's 
opinion, said “‘there was noth- 
ing to back up” her challenge 
of the law, the first to reach 
the state’s highest court. It 
left the legal status of the act 
clouded since federal court 
rulings, including one from the 
United States Supreme Court, 
have labeled it “unconstitu- 
tional on its face’’ when used 
as method to maintain school 
segregation. The state Supreme 
Court said the issue “involved 
no broad constitutional ques- 
tion of racial discrimination.”

The Washington Redskins 


ended the Chicago Bears’ dim 
hopes of retaining the Western 
title by whipping them, 14-3, 
as Eddie LeBaron threw a 10- 
yard touchdown pass to Jim 
Podoley and set up Fd Sut- 
ton’s four-vard scoring dash. 
In Sunday’s other game, Son- 
ny Jurgensen’s seven-yard pass 
to Dick Bielski gave the Phila- 
delphia Eagles a 7-6 victory 
over the Pittsburgh Steelers. 

Cleveland missed a division 
title last year for the first 
time in four campaigns in the 
All-America Conference and 
seven in the N.F.L.

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Depth Perception Expert Says 
Pilots Need Only One Eye to Fly 


By RENNIE TAYLOR 

McMURDO SOUND, Antare- 
tica, Dec. 2 (AP) — One eye is 
all a flyer needs to fly an air- 
plane, says a United States 
Air Force authority on dépth 
perception. 

Just one eye sometimes is 
as good as two in tricky land- 
ing situations especially if the 
flyer knows how to use it to 
best advantage, he adds. , 

Landings are the most im- 
portant part of flying. And a 


pilot cannot make a good land- 
ing if he doesn’t know whether 
he is 2 feet or 20 feet or 200 
feet above the surface 

One eye, plus a knowledge 
of the actual size and height of, 
visible objects, sometimes can 
tell a person pretty accurately 
where he is when the depth 
perception he supposedly gets 
from two eyes will not, the ex- 
pert asserts. . 

This knowledge is especially 
important in Antracric flying 
because the surface of the icy 
continent is singularly lacking 
in features whose size is known 
from ordinary experience. That 
is why the expeft, Dr. Hein- 
rich W. Rose, of the Air Force 
School of Aviation Medicine at 
Randolph Air Force Base, Tex., 
is here to help pilots solve 
such problems. 

Limited Perception. 

Two eyes give depth percep- 
tion or third dimension only 
to a limited extent. To prove 
this, he says, look at two ap- 
parently neighboring stars. 
One of them probably is tens 
or hundreds of millions of 
miles farther out in space than 
the other but two eyes won't 
tell the difference. Under prac- 
tical conditions depth percep- 
tion with two eyes is limited 
to a few thousand feet. 

A person’s binocular vision 
also will fool him when he 
looks down from a plane at 


‘high altitude. Even a high 


hill will look flat from directly 
above unless he knows how to 
size it up. Looking down at a 
stream, a person can't tell 
whether it is 50 feet or a mile 
wide unless he can see some- 
thing of known size for com- 
parison. Any one eye can do 
this about as well as two. 

Dr. Rose, who was a flight 
surgeon in the German Luft- 
waffe during World War Il, 
has two good eyes but says he 
sometimes uses only one of 
them in making landings be- 
cause it keeps him in practice 
for judging depth and distance 
without depending on binocu- | 
lar vision. 

Help in Polar Landings. 

Dr. Rose believes the use of 
objects of known  size_ in- | 
stalled in runway areas oan be | 
a big help in Antarctic land- 
ings. That is one reason pine 
tree branches have been in- 
stalled across the end of Mc- | 
Murdo’s famed ice runway. 
The branches were installed 
after a minor argument be- 
tween the Navy, which main- | 
tains the strip, and the Air 
Force, which lands its giant 
Globemasters there.

ships or officerships—that is, 
by having directors or officers 
common to a number of firms.

cess of 168 billion dollars. 

“With only one exception,” 
the committee said, “all of the 
135 top financial companies 
were fouhd to share one or 
more officers or directors with 
other large firms in the finan- 
cial, commercial and utility 
fields. 

“Of these 135 top financial 
companies, 107 share directors 
or officers with at least one 
ge company in the group of 
135. 


“Altogether, the 135 finan- 
cial companies had interlock- 
ing directors or officers with 
1008 firms out of the 1700 
large firms for which lists of 
officers and directors were ex- 
amined.” 

The committee report was 
labeled “preliminary,” and con- 


tained no conclusions or recom- | 


mendations. 


It was compiled for use in| 


the committee’s study of the 


financing problems of small | 


business. In recent hearings, 
chairman Wright Patman 


(Dem.), Texas, charged big 
business with “freezing out’”’ 
small business competitors 


through control of financing 
funds. 

The committee report listed- 
the 135 companies as including 
the 35 largest commercial 
banks, 20 largest mutual sav- 
ings banks, 20 largest life in- 
surance companies, 20 largest 
fire and casualty insurance 
companies, 20 largest invest- 
ment banking firms and 20 
largest investment trusts. 

These firms are the largest 
source of direct business fi- 
nancing. 

In an extensive listing of 
companies having some officers 
or directors in common with 
at least one of the 135 financial! 
companies, the report showed 
American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. had the greatest 
number of “interlocks” with 50. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad was 
next with 30. 

Among the banks, and third 
in all categories, the Chase 


Manhattan Bank of New York | 


ranked first with 23 “inter- 
locks.” 

General Electric, United 
States Steel, and Westinghouse 
Electric led the manufacturing 
companies with 14 each.

—The National Science Foun- 
dation announced yesterday an 
expanded 1958 program for 
training teachers of science 
and mathematics. 

The foundation, a federally 
supported organization, will 


sponsor 108 summer institutes | 


at which 5000 high school 
teachers and 250 college pro- 
fessors will learn of the most 
recent advances in their fields. 

Dr. Alan T. Waterman, foun- 
dation director, said the pro- 
gram “is in step with current 
plans for strengthening the 
training of scientists in the 
United States.” 

The institutes will be held 


at 104 colleges and universities, | 


which will receive grants total- 
ing $5,340,000 to operate the 
special sessions. 

Participating teachers will 
receive their tuition and living 
allowances from the founda- 
tion. 

Congress has appropriated 
$9.500,000 for all phases of the 
program. 

Two institutes were spon- 
sored on an experimental basis 
in 1953 and the number has 
grown each year since. There 
were 96 institutes last year. 

“Good science teachers are 
apt to be the first to stimulate 
an interest in science among 
our young people in secondary 
schools,’ Dr. Waterman said 
in a statement. “But if in- 
struction is not stimulating, and 
contains outdated concepts, it 


tends to weaken youths’ mo- 
tivations toward science 
careers.”

World War III has already 
begun, but it is a war of “wash- 
ing machines” rather than 
rockets, and the Russians are 
apt to win it unless the United 
States and Britain work to- 
gether, Anthony Nutting, form- 


er British Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs, said here last 
night. 

Nutting, 37-year-old diplo- 
mat who resigned his cabinet 
post last year when Britain 
attacked Egypt, said the cru- 
cial theater of the war of trade 
was the Middle East. If the 
West loses that battle, he said, 
it will lose the war, and de- 
serve to lose it. 

Looking tired but making his 
points with incisive eloquence, 
Nutting told the Y.M.H.A.- 
Y_.W.H.A. Liberal Forum there 
had been too much sword- 
rattling in the Middle East and 
“far too little understanding, in 
Washington and London, of 
what makes these pcople tick.” 

‘No Shooting War.’ 

Nutting said there would be 
no shooting war with Russia. 
He recalled that Nikita Khrush- 
chev announced three years 
ago a policy of co- -existence 
“with accent on competition. 
The vital thing, Nutting said, 
is whether the Middle East and 
other underdeveloped areas 
trade with Russia or with’ the 
West. 

In developing his theme, 
Nutting said one of the basic 
difficulties in the Middle East 
was the continuing tension be- 
tween Israel and the Arab 
powers. This clash and the 
backward social conditions that 
prevail are elements on which 
Soviet Communism feeds, he 
said. 

He said the Arab mentality 
suffered from “a paradoxical 
conflict of hope and fear,” the 
hope being that Israel will dis- 
integrate and disappear and 
the fear being that Israel, a 
progressive and dynamic West- | 
ern-type state, will overwhelm

what are the really vital ‘“pow- 
ers and duties’ of the presi- 
dency. 

In discussing President 
Fisenhower’s ability to exer- 
cise “the powers and duties” 
of his office, the White House 
has dealt, in this illness as in 
the last two, with those special 
duties that are specifically laid 
upon the President by the Con- 
stitution and cannot be dele- 
gated to anybody else.

Nixon Press Conference. 

Coincidentally, Vice Presi-

New Jobs for St. Louis 


The Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce has 
taken another realistic and commendably aggres- 
sive step toward attracting the new jobs that the 
St. Louis district must provide for its growing 
population. 

Siightiy more than a month ago the Chamber 
created a nonprofit corporation to acquire and 
conserve the metropolitan area’s remaining in- 
dustrial sites. Now it has gone a considerable 
distance farther. It has formed a new nonprofit 
agency to meet the enormous challenge of creat- 
ing an industrial park at Columbia Bottoms. 

Significantly, this new corporation in itself 
enjoys full power to develop the 5000-acre Bot- 
toms site. Unlike the Bi-State Development 
Corp., once considered the most logical developer 
of this prime industrial tract, the Chamber's 
agency can go ahead without legislative authori- 
zation. Bi-State could not move without help 
from the Missouri Legislature—help which has 
been refused in each of the last three sessions. 

The Chamber’s decision to tackle this problem 
certainly serves the public interest. While it 
might have been better for a public agency to 
develop the Bottoms—Bi-State, say, or the St. 
Louis Metropolitan Government proposed by the 
Metropolitan Survey—the fact is this presently 
is impossible. 

* s * 

In view of an engineering report last summer 
that the Bottoms might provide 60,000 to 90,000 
jobs, the metropolitan area cannot afford to per- 
mit that tract to lie fallow. The Legislature's 
blindness in this matter cannot be permitted to 
hold back an industrial development whose im- 
pact would. be felt statewide. 

The task of the new Industrial Park Corp. can 
be eased somewhat if public agencies in St. 
Louis and the county will co-operate in the ven- 
ture. Most of the land in the Bottoms is owned 
by. the City of St. Louis, having originally been 
purchased as the site for a second major airport. 
That purpose is no longer feasible, and so the 
city no longer has use for the land. Its sale to 
the Industrial Park Corp. is subject to approval 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

If the Aldermen would grant the corporation 
an option on the ground, rather than requiring 
the full purchase price immediately, the proj- 
ect would be expedited. The work will of 
necessity have to proceed in stages. In order 
to secure financing for even the first stage, 
including site purchase, it probably will be neces- 
sary for the corporation to secure firm commit- 
ments from a substantial number of responsible 
industries. If the Aldermen would grant an 
option on the site, the basic sales job of signing 
up tenants could go on unhampered by doubt 
regarding the site’s availability. 

e . - 

The corporation also will need a lift from the 
County Council. The Bottoms now are zoned 
for single family use, and of course a change 
to industrial use will be necessary. The sooner 
this impediment is lifted the better. One of the 
county's most pressing needs is to broaden its 
tax base. Currently only about 5 per cent of 
that base is industrial and another 12 per cent 
commercial, with the result that individual 
householders carry most of the tax load. 

An accelerating rate of industrial expansion 
is essential to the St. Louis metropolitan area. 
In today’s economy no metropolitan district can 
afford to sit still. If in the future St. Louis is 
to obtain its proper share of the new industry 
and business generated by a growing population, 
it must begin now to create favorable conditions 
for this growth. The Chamber’s vision of a 
thriving industrial park at Columbia Bottoms 
is something in which the whole community has 
a vital stake.

Many of the arguments against the Twenty- 
second Amendment to the United States Consti- 
tution, limiting Presidents to two terms, apply 
also to the Missouri Constitutional prohibition 
against a Governor succeeding himself.

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Maupassant Outdone | 

That most perfect master of the short story, 
Guy de Maupassant, has been outdone by the 
true story of Alvaro Alcorta. His life would 
have been exacted by the State of Texas had it 
not been for a ruling of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. The elements which composed 
the web entangling Alcorta were the same 
ones that Maupassant used so skillfully—jeal- 
ousy, adultery, murder, false witness, miscar- 
riage of justice. 

Alcorta came home one night and found his 
wife with Natividad Castilleja in an automobile 
parked without lights. Overcome by anger, he 
stabbed her to death. In court he invoked the 
Texas statute which provides that a killing done 
as a result of “sudden passion arising from an 
adequate cause” is murder without malice and 
carries a maximum penalty of five years. 

The only eyewitness was Castilleja, who testi- 
fied he had just driven Mrs. Alcorta home from 
work, that they did not so much as talk of love, 
that the car lights had failed, that she had 
stopped a moment to ask Castilleja’s sister to go 
with her to church the next day. The jury chose 
to believe Castilleja. Its verdict was murder 
with malice, The penalty was death. _ 

But later, in a sworn statement, Castilleja ad- 
mitted he had testified falsely. He said he had 
admitted his guilty relations with Mrs. Alcorta

to the prosecutor. Alcorta’s lawyers asked the: 


court for a writ of habeas corpus, alleging the 
prosecutor’s use of testimony he knew to be 
false prevented a fair trial. The prosecutor 
even admitted he had learned that Castilleja 
was Mrs. Alcorta’s paramour before the original 
trial. But the trial court and the court of crim- 
inal appeals denied the writ. 

The Supreme Court was all that stood between 
Alcorta and death. Its finding: “The cause is 
reversed and remanded.” Alcorta, the obscure,

had been rescued from a prosecutor’s indefensi- 
ble suppression of evidence. Alcorta, the ob- 
scure, had been saved from mortal wrong done 
him by the State of Texas. Maupassant could 
not have done it better, or O. Henry either.

President Eisenhower's recovery appears to be 
rapidly overtaking the talk of any immediate 
steps to transfer his powers to Vice President 
Nixon. Though the Vice President may be 
given (or may take) larger responsibilities dur- 
ing the President’s period of mandatory rest, it 
now seems likely that the legal situation will fol- 
low the pattern laid down in the two other ill- 
nesses. Mr. Eisenhower will continue to be re- 
sponsible for the conduct of his office—although 
in the nature of things much of the burden will 
be borne by his staff. 

By returning to Washington from Gettysburg 
to make an appearance at a Cabinet meeting, the 
President is emphasizing how much better he 
feels. But plainly he still needs rest and that 
means continued limitation on his active partic- 
ipation in decision making. It would be better for 
both the President and the country if he 
could, for a time, simply instruct Vice President 
Nixon to take over completely, until he felt able 
to resume his duties. This is why there is a 
sudden revival of interest in legislation which 
Congress last spring failed to act on—some kind 
of law to authorize a temporarily disabled presi- 
dent to delegate his powers temporarily without 
forfeiting the office itself. 

Now, as then, the problem is complicated by 
the possibility that a President might be so se- 
verely disabled—say, by a stroke or heart at- 
tack—that he would be personally unable to 
make such a delegation of authority. To meet 
this contingency, various suggestions have been 
made for some type of “state council,” composed 
of congressional leaders, cabinet members or 
Supreme Court justices, which would have power 
to determine when a President is incapacitated. 

A council would have its advantages, but on 
the other hand it would involve a basic altera- 
tion of constitutional relationships. The Presi- 
dent is elected by all the people. To put the 
disposition of his office into the hands of a body 
drawn from the legislative or judicial branch, or 
from the ranks of presidential appointees, might 
impair the direct, exclusive accountability of 
the President to all the people. 

There is no similar reason why the President 
himself should not be empowered to delegate 
his duties in case of disability to the only other 
person elected by all the people—the Vice Presi- 
dent. This would not cover all possible situa- 
tions, but it would cover more than are covered 
by present law.

But it 
is greatly encouraging to read Marquis Childs’s 
report that one element behind Dag Ham- 
marskjold’s latest journey is a feeling at U.N. 
headquarters that the Arab countries and Israel 
have come at last to the conclusion that neither 
side can. push the other into the sea, that even- 
tually some way of living together must be 
found. 

At the moment, the chances for extending this 
sane principle into a permanent peace settle- 
ment seem poor indeed. Israel and Jordan are 
quarreling over border activities, and King 
Hussein is trying to be more anti-Israeli than 
Nasser. Even to dampen the fires of this dis- 
pute, Mr. Hammarskjold will have his hands full. 

Yet Israel is in the Middle East to stay and 
so are the Arab nations. The sooner both sides 
decide to accept this elementary fact, the bet- 
ter it will be for them and the world. What- 
ever the short-term results of Mr. Hammar- 
skjold’s mission, the United Nations and all its 
members have an obligation to do everything 
possible in behalf of a Middle East settlement. 
The United States can help by reviewing what 
many U.N. officials regard as a rigid and un- 
realistic policy based on the false assumption 
that Soviet Russia can be “kept out” of a region 
it has already entered. 
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Two-Way Test for Drivers 

Most Missourians will remember the state’s 
“two-bit” driver’s license law. All a driver had 
to do to get a state license was to pay 25 cents— 
no examinations, almost no restrictions. The 
present driver's license is a great improvement 
and costs more, but its renewal is still almost 
automatic, as Gov. James T. Blair observes. The 
Governor says he will ask the special session of 
the Legislature next year to tighten the law. 

Principally, Gov. Blair believes “there should 
be an examination of each driver each time his 
license is renewed. His driving ability and 
physical condition may have changed.” This is 
a plain truth which the legislators have gener- 
ally ignored, on the theory that automatic re- 
newal without an examination is popular. It is, 
of course, dangerous as well. Missouri’s highway 
safety record is not good enough to warrant let- 
ting everyone drive without periodic examination. 

We would hope, too, that the Legislature might 
consider stronger rules for suspending and re- 
voking licenses on the basis of convictions. For 
if it is important to test drivers before allowing 
them to drive, it is even more important that 
drivers who have proved to be irresponsible 
should be put off the road. In the end there is 
no better test of a citizen’s right to drive than 
his record in doing it. 
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Along Two Pairs of Borders 

The pending link-up of the British and French 
electric power systems will stand as a reproach 
to the United States for not doing equally well 
on the Canadian border. For although we have 
no such barrier as the English Channel to deter 
us, we are a long way from linking up United 
States and Canadian waterpower from streams 
the two countries share. We are also in danger 
of losing the supplies of natural gas which por- 
tions of our Pacific Northwest need to have flow 
across the Canadian line. 

From their pooling of power Britain and 
France will save an estimated $850,000 a year 
while at the same time providing more effective 
service. A cable across the channel will connect 
a British terminal station in Kent with a French 
terminal station near Boulogne. Since both the

A World of Three Great Powers? Between Book Ends

While U. S. now tries to restore balance of power together 
with its allies, day may come when world is dominated by 
three nations: America, Russia and China; if so, Washing- 
ton may find it necessary to aid Peiping against Moscow.

There is, I think, little room for 
doubt that recent events have pro- 
foundly altered the relative position 
of the United States toward the other 
great nations of the world. 


We have lived through a period of 
history —a relatively brief one —in 
which: the United States possessed 
such a degree of superiority in eco- 
nomic, financial and military power 
as the world had 
not seen since the 
days of ancient 


ome. 

Perhaps this con- 
dition will be re- 
-stored at some fu- 
ture time, but there 
can be no certainty 
of it. It would be 
less than realistic 
to refuse to face 
the strong possibil- 
ity that for as far 
ahead as any of us 
can foresee the 
United States will 
be but one among 
several powers of relatively equal 
physical stature rather than the de- 
cisively strongest. 


This has overtones ominous enough 
to satisfy any Cassandra, and there is 
no reason to doubt the imperative ne- 
cessity for strenuous efforts to pro- 
tect what is left of the once towering 
position of the great Western republic 
and to seek through new or deepened 
relations with friends and allies a 
counterpoise to the surging new tech- 
nological progress of the Soviet Union. 


We of the West may well be able 
to find part or all of the answer to 
our immediate needs by such efforts. 
There are talent and wealth and 
strength in the British Isles and in 
Western Europe which can be far bet- 
ter coordinated and utilized than is as 
yet the case. Most government think- 
ing and planning are in this direction 
right now. 


But it is doubtful that over the long 
run the whole answer can be found by 
such means. We must, I submit, start 
thinking in a broader context, and 
that thinking must be in line with 
the fact that we will almost certainly 
find ourselves living some day in a 
world in which the three greatest 
pools of economic, financial and mili- 
tary strength will be the United 
States, the Soviet Union, and China. 

On the surface this looks like the 
most ominous condition possible, for 
Moscow and Peiping are allies and 
partners—and more than that, Peiping 
for the moment is wholly dependent on 
Moscow for its industrializing and for

its military strength. Peiping can 
neither build a new industry nor equip 
an artillery battery without Soviet 
help in some degree. 

If we accept this condition as per- 
manent, we accept a world in which 
the United States stands to be pro- 
gressively outweighed and outnum- 
bered. But must we accept it? 

Were you or I living in the Krem- 
lin, I suspect we would feel constant 
anxiety over the fact that there are 
three industrious and hard-working 
Chinese for every Russian. And were 
we Chinese in Peiping, I suspect we 
could feel increasing restlessness at 
our dependence on Moscow. 


It would be the height of folly to 
think that we could, even if we wished, 
produce a sudden breach between 
Moscow and Peiping. And any overt 
attempt to do so most probably would 
be self-defeating. Such operations are 
seldom successful if done in a clumsy 
or overt manner. Moscow might even 
regard a Washington overture to Com- 
munist China as being so dangerous 
as to constitute a decisive casus belli. 

Unorthodox as it may sound to say 
so, it is probable that Mr. Dulles’s con- 
tinued boycott of Communist Chima 
is a presently prudent policy if only 
because it reassures Moscow that 
Washington has not committed itself 
to a policy of attempted destruction 
of the Soviet Union. 


But we need not be so defeatist as 
to assume that the Moscow-Peiping 
axis is necessarily a fixed feature of 
the future. The relations of great 
powers are never inflexible. 

In the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries Britain pursued a policy 
known as the balance of power. Lon- 
don’s guiding principle was always to 
support the currently weaker of the 
two greatest other powers. It got Brit- 
ain the title of perfidious Albion, but 
it also kept the world in balance and 
averted many a possible war. 

Washington may well find itself 
forced by national self-interest to re- 
vive and apply such a policy to its 
relations with Moscow and Peiping. In 
fact, to some extent this is actually 
being done right now—perhaps in- 
stinctively rather than deliberately. In 
Poland, at least, Washington and Pei- 
ping are joint protectors against Mos- 
cow. In that limited way Washington 
sides with Communist China, the weak- 
er of the two, against Moscow, the 
stronger. 


Some day the West, I suspect, will 
find itself shifting its weight judi- 
ciously between Moscow and Peiping 
as the best way of serving its own in- 
terests—as the ultimate best answe 
to the sputniks.

“I consider it quite possible that 
during my lifetime interplanetary 
travel will become an accepted fact, 
and that ordinary citizens may plan 
vacations on the moon instead of at 
Miami Beach. Of one thing I am cer- 
tain—when space ships take off, I 
shall be flying them, whether in my 
present bodily form or another.” 


Thus speaks a veteran flyer who 
developed experience and enthusiasm 
for flying during the barnstorming 
days of the early '20s, and it seems 
that Ruth Nichols means it, her many 
near-fatal crackups notwithstanding. 


Although the era of those fragile 
wooden crates with a propeller at- 
tached to them seems as remote to us 
as the stone age, there can be no 
doubt that the tenacity of those many 
pioneers, both men and women, not 
only served to make flying popular in 
this country but helped the aircraft 
industry to grow 
to their heights 
which it has 
achieved today. 

Nobody can read 
this account of a 
devoted woman's 
life without reflect- 
ing upon the prog- 
ress that has re- 
sulted from it, di- 
rectly or indirect- 
ly. It is quite pos- 
sible that today’s 
youth no longer 
possesses that irre- 
pressible urge and 
that obsession 
which compelled Miss Nichols to risk 
her neck a thousand times, although 
she could have settled down to a life 
in comfort and ease. 


Although her friend and _ rival, 
Amelia Earhart, usually was one jump 
ahead of her, Ruth Nichols can look 
back upon a number of achievements 
which are engraved on the pages of 
the history of flying. Among others, 
she was the only woman to hold three 
international records: altitude, speed 
and long distance. 


She was the earliest woman flyer 
licensed to pilot a plane. She was the 
first woman in the United States to 
pilot a twin-engine jet. She was the 
first woman airline pilot in the United 
States. She won first place in many 
races. And this list could be continued 
for several pages. 

This is warm and human book with 
an essential message: Never let ob- 
stacles stand in your way; determina- 
tion is bound to win.

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Leonard Hall 
A Look at New York 
And New England 


THE VAST and sprawling conglomeration of people, 
buildings, crowded streets, superhighways, subways, water- 
ways, tunnels, skyways and bridges that make up metro- 
politan New York is a thing matched nowhere else on earth 
On several occasions in 
our travels back and forth 
in the area we approached 
Manhattan in early morn- 
ing, with a distant view 
off that famous lady, the 
Statue of Liberty, stand- 


tall towers of the island 
floating like a mirage 
above the mist. Of one 
day we went. very early 
over to Fort Hamilton 
which looks out from 
Brooklyn across The Nar- 
rows that lead to the 
Outer Bay and the At- 
lantic. Ships were at 
anchor in the roadway 
and others plowed their 
course outward to the 
ocean. Ferry boats plied 
back and forth to Staten 
Island and the Jersey 
Tugs towing barges puffed past. All these are mag- 
ical sights which somehow evoke the name “Bagdad on 
the Hudson.” 

Our activities in the big city were actually of the sim- 
plest sort. The annual convention of the Audubon Society 
was so filled with meetings that it left little time for any- 
thing else. But Ginnie enjoyed the avenues and shop win- 
dows and an occasional foray into a store—and I walked 
until my feet were tired and then grumbled and swore I 
wouldn't trade the whole business for an acre of Possum 
Trot. And this is quite literally true, even though the 
opportunity to make the trade isn’t likely to arise.

When the Audubon meetings were over, we 
packed the car for a swing through New Jersey 
and then up into Connecticut and Rhode Island 
as far as Providence. It seems to us that the 
people of this area take a keener interest in the 
world of Nature than do we midwesterners and 
most of the towns where we lectured had sell-out 


audiences. : 


EXCEPT FOR TWO rainy nights in New Jersey, the 
weather stayed fine for our traveling and we went up 
through eastern Connecticut in what might have been 
Indian summer. As always, people miake up the primary 
interest of these journeys for us. At Washington, Conn., 
where we talked at the Gunnery School, and later at Tor- 
rington, some 30 miles away, we stayed with Ned and 
Deborah Swigart. Ned is a young naturalist and biologist 
who worked with Paul Sears at Yale and now, in addition 
to teaching science at Gunnery School, is on the staff of 
the Audubon Nature Center in Greenwich during the sum- 
mers. 


EASTERN CONNECTICUT, where Gunnery School is 
located, is a lovely and historic countryside, The little 
community of Washington, which is a scattered township 
rather than a tightly knit village, consists mainly of pre- 
Revolutionary buildings, along with some modern ones 
that are generally in keeping with the spirit of the place. 
These are scattered across a wooded and extremely hilly 
terrain and flanked on one side by a 6000-acre wildlife 
sanctuary through which runs a beautiful trout stream. 
Since the area is owned by the community, fishing is re- 
served for the residents of the “town” which we in the 
midwest would call a township. The Swigarts had man- 
aged to’ acquire some acreage on the edge of the sanctuary 
and built their home here where the deer come to browse 
im their yard, raccoons regularly visit their back porch, 
and they can hear the drumming of the ruffed grouse.in 
spring. 

Our next day’s journey after leaving Washing- 

ton eventually took us down to the coast at New 

London and on to the village of Kingston, where 

the University of Rhode Island is located and 

where we showed our film. This is a few miles 

from Narragansett and across the harbor from 

Newport, with Block Island and Martha's Vineyard 

lying a short distance offshore and Cape Cod just 

around the corner. This whole area is, of course, 

far busier in mid-summer than at this season. As 

in Torrington, we were much interested to meet 

people who had driven in from towns 20 te 30 

miles away to attend the lecture. 


NEXT DAY WAS SUNDAY and we drove to 
thriving and attractive city of Providence, 
farthest east and north on this journey. Here we were 
met by Roland Clement who has long been a leader in 
the Rhode Island Audubon Society and we had 
known from several annual Audubon meetings. The lec- 
ture here was held on Sunday afternoon at the auditorium 
of the Rhode Island School of Design and afterward we 
had a pleasant evening with the Clements and Deans and 
the MacLeods who were our hosts. All are native New 
Englanders and outdoor enthusiasts. 

After our swing up into these northeastern states 
there were two more stops to make in the New York area. 
although our visiting in the city itself was over., Then we 
pointed the nose of the car north and west on the last leg 
of our journey. There will be several stops in Pennsyl- 
Vania and New York state before we settle down for the 
return trip—but by the time this column runs we will be 
home again at Possum Trot.

Air Trouble 
In Radiators 


By Hubbard Cobb 


PLENTY of fresh air is good 
for just about everything with 
the possible exception ¥ ees 
water radiators. When you get 
air (fresh or stale) howe 4 ‘4 hot- 
water radiator, it keeps out 
some of the hot water. If you 


+ get enough air in the radiator, 


it will keep out so much of the 


hot. water that the radiator 
won't be able to do a satis- 
factory job. 


Now you may very well ask 
haw does it happen that air can 
get into a radiator and the an- 
swer to this is that it gets in 
from the water. The water in 
a boiler contains a good deal of 
air when it’s fresh and when 
the water is heated, the air is 
driven out. It goes up through 
the pipes and eventually col- 
lects in the radiators. It gets 
trapped in the radiator and 
there it remains and grows in 
volume. Most hot-water radia- 
tors are fitted with a little air 
valve at one end. This valve 
should be as near the highest 
point on the radiator as pos- 
sible. 


From time to time it will be 
necessary to open this valve to 
allow the air trapped inside the 
radiator to escape. You just 
open the valve and keep it 
open until water begins to 
squirt out. This means that 
all the air is out of the radiator 
and the space it occupied has 
been replaced by water. 


Naturally, when the air valve 
is open, water must be added 
to the system to take the place 
of the air. If your boiler is 
fitted with an automatic supply 
valve, you don’t have to worry. 
Water will be automatically 
added to the system when the 
air valve is open, If you don’t 
have an automatic supply feed, 
then you ‘should open the sup- 
ply valve to the boiler before 
you start opening the air 
valves. This will allow addi- 
tional water to get into the 
system.

There's really no trick to 
handling these emergencies.

Toys for the Rich 


THE PINK CLOUDS hang halfway from the ceiling. 
They are several feet long and little red Santas tumble 
through the billowy tops, or hang from their hands on 
the undersides. Reindeer gallop across the hills of 
clouds. A bundle of toys 
rests, half open, in a 
cloud valley. The clouds 
are in the world’s premier 
toy store: F.A.O. Schwarz. 

It is on Fifth avenue, 
New York City, at fifty- 
eighth street. It is the 
home of snobbish sleds, 
pedigreed pandas, 
haughty hobby horses. 
Here, it is possible to 
spend $85 for a doll too 
big for a child to play 
with. The gown on the 
doll costs more than 
mother’s. 

Schwarz is known from 
Nagasaki to Naples as the 
store where the rich buy 
toys. It occupies two 
floors on the «corner 
diagonally opposite the 
Hotel Plaza, and down 
the block from the Sherry Netherland. Philip Kirkham, 
president of the store, claims that there is no famous per- 
son in the world who has not bought gifts for children in 
F.A.O. 

The Duke and Duchess of Windsor have beamed over 
dollhouses and Erector sets; old Queen Mary traded across 
the counter; Henry Ford has been there; so has Theodore 
Roosevelt; Franklin D. Roosevelt: Al Smith (“What a 


pleasure to wait on that gentleman!"”) Katharine Hepburn, 
Thomas Dewey; practically all of the Hollywood stars and 
producers (“It’s a pity that so many of them will not pay 
their bills’). 
Speaking of bills, the store takes in $5,000,000 
per year, more than half of it in November and 
December. Sixty per cent of all customers pay 
what they owe within 30 days; another 25 per cent 
pay after two “reminder” letters; 14 per cent are 
real slow; only one half of one per cent never pay.

ON THE MAIN FLOOR is a real log cabin. It has a 
lookout tower on top. This toy sells for $495. The Nestle 
Co. bought 10. There is a crib and manger, complete with 
statuettes of the Holy Family, for $39.50. This is for any- 
one who wants to remember that Christmas is the date of 
Christ’s birth. 

Sleds range in price trom tiny ones at $4.95 to $18 
for a Flexible Flyer to the long toboggan sleds at $125 
apiece. For children who cannot keep still there is a 
trampoline at $150. A blue automobile for junior, with 
real electric motor, lights, and horn, costs $465. A chess 
set with hand-carved ivory pieces runs to $200. 


For fathers who like to pretend that the electric trains 
are really intended for the silly looking moppet, Schwarz 


has a table model with tunnels, trains running in several 
directions, signals, stations, clanging crossing bells and so 
forth for $3500. It couldn’t have cost much mere than 
that for Commodore Vanderbilt to start building the New 
York Central. 


There are soldiers in authentic uniforms,. These come 
fn fine boxes and are made in England. You can buy a 
regiment of Scots Guards; an American platoon of para- 
troopers; Coldstream Guards; United States Marines in 
dress blues or battle dress. A medium-sized dollhouse, 
furnished, costs $195. 


There are stuffed tigers for your bedspread 
at $150 apiece and a two-foot rocking horse for 


$125. The rocking horse is made in Germany and 
has real horse skin and fur. The man who makes 
them is the only man in the world who knows how 
it is done and he is 68 and hopes to himmel he 
never sees another horse. If they have them in 
Heaven, he doesn’t want to g0. 


THE STORE was opened by Frederick August Oscar 
Schwarz, a Westphalian who emigrated to the United 
States in the 1870s. He and his brothers imported German 
stationery and the seller kept adding toys to fill the cratés. 
F.A.O. put them in the window of his Baltimore store and 
they sold better than the letterheads and envelopes. 


He wrote home and ordered more toys and came to 
New York and opened a store at Broadway and Seventh 
street. He prospered. His toys cost a little more, but 
they were better made. As New York moved uptown, so 
did Schwarz. He went from Seventh street to Fourteenth, 
from there to Twenty-third, then to Thirty-first and then 
to the current store at Fifth and Fiftyeighth. 


Few of the toys come from the United States. About 
70 per cent are made in Germany; 10 per cent are made 
in Japan; the rest are divided between England, France, 
Italy and Sweden. 


The 250 regular employes of Schwarz do not fear 
parents in the store. The children of those who cap afford 
Schwarz toys do about $2000 worth of damage every Sat- 
urday. 

Maybe that’s why the pink Christmasy clouds hang 
so high.

‘Conquest’ on TV 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2. 


“CONQUEST,” which made its debut yesterday (over 
KWK-TV in St. Louis) is a new filmed series dealing with 
progress in the world of science. The premiere was in the 
nature on an introduction, holding considerable interest in 
spots but never digging very deeply into its fascinating 
subject matter. 

The highlight of the opening program was a filmed 
report of the balloon ascent of Maj. David Simonds of the 
Air Force, who 15 weeks ago rose to a height of more than 
nine miles. The preparations and the anxious moments 
when the major was trapped over a thunderstorm made an 
illuminating documentary film. The failure to ask the 
major any detailed questions about his experience, how- 
ever, was a serious oversight. His description of «man’s 
first full day on the fringe of outer space would seem 
worth soliciting at least. 

“Conquest” also offered unusual films showing labora- 
tory study of cells and the origin of life. Another segment 
of the program dealt with explorations of the ocean floor 
by Dr. Maurice Ewing of the Lamont Observatory of 
Columbia University. This portion of the program, how- 
ever, was marred by soap opera theatrics that should 
have been omitted. 

“Conquest” concluded with 


interviews with Dr. 


Lawrence Snyder, president of the American A3soclation - 


for the Advancement of Science, and Dr. Alan T. Water- 
man, director of the National Science Foundation. Dr. 
Snyder pleaded for a climate of greater intellectual free- 
dom if basic research is to flourish. Eric Sevareid is nar- 
yator for “Conquest.” He was sternly formal yesterday. 
If “Conquest” can stand less in awe of scientists and 
display more curiosity and excitemént in exploring the 
wonders of science, the program would benefit materially.

ONCE THERE LIVED in the 
woods of upstate New York, in 
the village of Apalachin, a re- 
tiring, gentle man who spent 
his declining vears in the con- 
templation of a good and fruit- 
ful life. He was an ailing man 
and his many friends came 
from thousands of miles 
around to crowd into his sick 
room. 

They came in Cadillacs, Lin- 
colns and Imperials from places 
as far away as California, 
Texas, Puerto Rico and Cuba. 
The big shiny cars caused the 
neighbors of the ailing -man, 
Joseph Barbera, to talk and to 

. wonder. More than 60 visitors 
came to the house in the woods, 
quite a few if they all crowded 
into Barbera’s bedroom at one 
time. 

A state policeman, seized 
with the suspicions that obsess 
all policemen, viewed the ac- 
tivity around Mr. Barbera’s 
$100,000 English-style manor 
with a jaundiced eye. He called 
his superiors and then a squad 
of state police and Federal 
agents swooped down on the 
gathering one day a couple of 
weeks ago. 

The sick man’s guests were 
gathered outside around a 
fancy barbecue pit in the damp 
November afternoon, drinking 
highballs' and holding earnest 
discussions in English, Italian 
and mixed dialects. Most of 
them, amazed that police would 
treat them so, remained rooted 
to the spot. A few quick think- 
ers destroyed identification pa- 
pers and five or six, handi- 
capped by their high-polished, 
not-for-running shoes, tore off 
for the dark and shadowy for- 
est. 

Even the impetuous ones 
who tried to run were caught. 
Some of the state troopers al- 
most died laughing telling how

the boys in the pointed shoes 


and the white-on-white shirts, 
accustomed to life in the as- 
phalt jungles of the big town, 
-floundered and fell in the 
tangled underbrush and the 
ankle-deep mud. 

The stylishly-clothed gentle- 
men expressed indignation at 
the outrage visited upon them 
but indignation got them no- 
where. The unsympathetic po- 
lice put them in the nearby 
Vestal calaboose and began 
checking reeords. The officers 
found they had, indeed, made 
a rich haul. 

For nearly every man 
there, including. the ailing 
Barbera, had been listed by 

authorities at one time or 
another as members of the 
Mafia, a secret Sicilian soci- 
ety that has thrived on or- 
ganized lawlessness in this 
country for more than 75 
years and in Sicily for a 
much longer time. 

At day’s end, with Barbera 
and the entire guest list in 
custody, police realized they 
had probably interrupted the 

largest conclave of Mafiusi 
ever to suffer the indignities 
of a police raid. They were 
not small :fry either. The 
catch included Vito Geno- 
vese, rated by official Gov- 
ernment sources as the No. 1 
Mafiusi in the United States. 

Old man Barbera (who, the 
fable went, is retired from the 
rackets) has been suspected for 
some time of being a high 
chieftan in the Mafia. Another 
long-suspected Mafiusi, Frank 
Zito of. Springfield, II1., 
part of the catch.

later released. Meantime, po- 
lice speculated about the mean- 
ing of the gathering at Bar- 
bera’s country estate. Why 
should so many members of 
the secret society, from such 
faraway places, be meeting at 
this particular time? A tip from 
an underworld source came up 
with the answer. It was: Albert 
Anastasia. 

Anastasia, the hard-boiled, 
the top dog in the old kill-for- 
hire Murder, Inc., had been 
lying cold in a New York grave 
since just a few days after 
Oct. 25 when two gloved and 
scarf-masked men came upon 
him in the Hotel Park Sheraton 
barber shop and blasted him 
with bullets. That was what 
the meeting was about, the 
tipster said. 

Rough, tough Albert had 
lived a charmed life in his 
three score years of activity, 
beating the law five times aft- 
er prosecutors thought they had 
him dead to rights for murder 
convictions. Once, back in 
1921, he languished in the New 
York death house but managed 
to win a new trial while friends 
in the Mafia frightened the 
state’s witness into going back 
to Italy. He even side-stepped 
a one-way ride in 1951, thanks 
to a friend who tipped him off 
to the murder plot. 

The killing of Anastasia must 
have been of great importance 
to Mr. Barbera and his friends, 
for the Mafia usually is not 
caught openly in such force. 
Either they called a quick get- 
together to divide Albert's in- 
terests in policy, crap games 
and labor unions or, more like- 
ly, they were directly con- 
cerned about the killing itself. 


Actually the Anastasia 
murder is only one of the 
major headaches that have 
beset the House of Mafia in 
recent months. Snooping In- 
ternal Revenue agents, prob- 
ing Federal grand juries and 
an active United States Sen- 
ate rackets investigating 
committee have kept the 
boys hopping. The various 
agencies of John Law have 
created a stirring within the 
society’s inner circle and 
when affairs of the Mafia be- 
gin to boil there is a smell 
of death in the air. 

The Anastasia execution 
occurred on the eve of an 
expose by Senator John L. 
McClellan's rackets commit- 
tee of some of the gang

chief’s associates, including 
his fat, 40-year-old godson, 
Vincent J. Squillante, czar 
of New York’s $50,000,000-a- 
year garbage collection busi- 
ness. Anastasia’s name had 
been in the background of 
everything smelly in New 
York for many years. 

Anastasia sat In Mafia’s 
king row back in the very 
early 1930s when he, Frank 
Costello, Joe Adonis, Al Ca- 
pone and the Moretti brothers 
tried to: stop the fratricidal 
blood letting that made life so 
uncertain for the Mafiusi. They 
signed a compact, dividing un- 
derworld spheres of influence 
and recognizing that gangsters 
of other nationalities had to 
live, too. 

The wholesale killing ended 
although wayward sons of the 
invisible empire, like Charles 
Binaggio, the Kansas City po- 
litical leader, were dealt with 
summarily every so often. 
Binaggio, like Anastasia, had 
been the central figure in a 
publicity buildup by a Federal 
agency just before his sudden 
demise. 

The Mafia, which all these 
years has operated so secretly 
Federal authorities have been 
unable to obtain legal proof 
of its existence, detests pub- 
licity. Its members like to con- 
duct their affairs quietly, get- 
ting a fair share of the multi- 
billion-dollar-a-year profit from 
American rackets without mak- 
ing page one of the daily 
newspapers. 

The Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice announced some time ago 
that 275 leaders of the Mafia 
in America were under sur- 
veillance of special investiga- 
tive crews, but actually many 
Mafiusi remain undetected. 
They are often retiring men, 
like Barbera, who are pros- 
perous commission merchants 
or undertakers or insurance 
men. Dirty money has bought 
them respectability. 


The organization to which 
they pledge allegiance is a 
tightly-controlled crime car- 
tel dating back, some his- 
torians say, to the thirteenth 
century in Sicily. It is said 
to have begun as a patriotio 
organization dedicated to 
fighting injustice, a goal 
similar to that which led to’ 
the founding of the Ku Klux 
Klan in this country.

Some Blue Notes. 

“WHEN IS A PLURAL not 
a plural, Mr. Morris?” 
a reader. “Just the other day I 
found this headline: New Blues 
Is Born at Jazz Concert. 
Shouldn't it have read Blues 
ARE Born?” 

In this instance, “blues” is 
correctly construed as singu- 
lar. It refers, you see, to one 
specific song created on a spe- 
cial occasion. You would Say, 
for example, “W. C. Handy’s 
‘Memphis Street Blues’ is one 
of the authentic classics of our 
jazz tradition.” Note that we 
use the singular here because 
one song is referred to. How- 
ever in speaking of the great 
number of blues songs created 
by our folk singers and com- 
posers, you would say “The 
blues have made a great con- 
tribution to our musical heri- 
tage.” 

The matter of just where the 
term “blues” came from is 
much in dispute, incidentally. 
The most widely held theory 
is that {t {< an abbreviation of 
“blue devils’ — hallucinations, 
like pink elephants, popularly 
believed to accompany delir- 
jum -tremens. The mood of 
acute depression following an 
attack of the “d.t’s” would 
surely be depressing enough 
to cause the moans of anguish 
which may first have given 
birth te the blues. At any rate 
that’s more likely than the 
popular song's theory about 
the “breeze in the trees’ in- 
spiring the first blues.

the present Sicilian-American 
terroristic society dates back to 
disorders that followed Na- 
poleon’s invasion of southern 
Italy in the last years of the 
eighteenth century. Landown- 
ers, fearful of uprisings by 
starving peasants, hired Sici- 
lian ruffians to watch over 
their estates. The roughnecks, 
like their counterpart goons 
hired by entrenched American 
industrialists of the early 
twentieth century, terrorized 
the poor. 

They became so arrogant and 
powerful, however, that it was 
not long before they turned on 
the landowners themselves. 
Banding together in a strong 
combine, they collected tribute 
from the rich. Even the Gov- 
ernment could not cope with 
them. 

Thousands of honest Sicilian 
immigrants came to the United 
States in the last half of the 
1800s but they were unable to 
shake the parasitical Mafiusi, 
who came with them, The 
“greenhorn” Mafiusi main- 
tained their organization wher- 
ever they landed in the New 
World. At first they collected 


tribute only from fellow immi- | 


grants, who knew them by rep- 
utation and paid off knowin 
that if they did not they woul 
be subjected to torture and 
death. 

Some of the first immigrants 
stopped off at the seaport. of 
New Orleans and there the 
Mafia became a potent force 
within a few years. New Or- 
leans police took strong meas- 
ures against them. In the van- 
guard of the legal crackdown 
was a brilliant young officer 
named David Hennéssey, later 
to become chief of the depart- 
ment, 

Among Hennessey'’s early 
exploits: was the arrest of a 
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high boss of the Mafia, 
Giuseppe Esposito. Giuseppe 
had arrived in New Orleans 
after barely escaping with his 
skin from Italian police in his 
native Sicily. The Italians, 
prodded by England, wanted 
Esposito’ for a_ particularly 
atrocious crime committed 
against an English citizen by 
the Mafia. 

Esposito’s gang had kid- 
naped a visitor to Sicilian 
shores, an English minister. 
Accompanying the first ran- 
som note to the Englishman's 
wife was one of the victim's 
ears. She appealed to her 
Government but quickly paid 
the money demanded when 
her husband’s other ear 
came by post with the second 
note. 


one 


Hennessey, as chief of po- 
lice, directed quick and vio- 
lent action against the Mafia 
in May 1890 after its mem- 
bers made a bloody assault 
on another group of Italians 
belonging to an organization 
known as Stoppaghera. Five 
months later the police chief 
was ambushed and killed just 
outside his home. 


Investigators charged that 
Hennessey’s murder had been 
engineered by the Mafia and 
introduced convincing evidence 
before a grand jury. Eleven 
men were indicted on murder 
charges. The first six to be 
tried were acquitted. 

Friends of Hennessey were 
outraged, claiming the jurors 
had been terrorized by the 
Mafia. An angry crowd of 8000 
persons, probably the biggest 
mob ever to assemble in New 
Orleans, broke into the jail and 
lynched 11 of 19 Italian prison- 
ers being held there. 

Lynch law, which often 
brings death to innocent per- 
sons, is never a satisfactory de- 
terrent to any crime, whether 
committed as a single act or as 
an organized conspiracy. The 
Mafia waxed stronger. Its mem- 
bers, still preying for the most 
part on fellow Italians, were 
soon established in every Amer- 
ican metropolis.

LIQUID LOCK: Any nuts 
loose around your house? One 
drop of a new liquid sealant 
will keep nuts tight on appl- 
antes, pdwer toois, toys, cars, 
lawnmowers. A _ thin liquid 
locks metal to metal, it wicks 
into threads between nut and 
bolt and hardens automatically 
in 12 hours to form a tough 
plastic bond which grips tight, 
keeps the nut from shaking 
loose while in service. When 
necessary, however, the nut can 
be removed with ordinary tools, 
retreated and re-used,

vice offers an easy way to 
wash stocking, lingerie, baby 
clothes, lace curtains, etc. in 
washbowl, bathtub or kitchen 
sink, claims the inventor.

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Protest Against South Africa’s Policy 


NEW YORK. 


PEOPLE all over the world 
have been asked to sign a dec- 
laration of conscience to ob- 
serve a day of protest against 
South Africa’s apartheid policy. 
An _ international committee, 
composed of more than 150 
world leaders from more than 
43 matiors, has desigpaied Ho- 
man Rights day, Dec. 10, as 
this world-wide day of protest. 

Particularly in India and in 
Africa, as -well as in many 
other countries of the world, 
there will be demonstrations 
protesting the policy which is 
felt to be harmful to human 
relations the world over. There- 
fore it cannot be th edomestic 
concern of one nation only, but 
of all nations. 


More than 20 American com- 
munities have already said they 
would hold similar meetings. 
The Very Rev. James A. Pike 
is the United States national 
chairman and the Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr., is the vice 
chairman of the committee in 
this country. 


The list of those who have 
signed the declaration of con- 
science is composed of the 
names of men all over the 
world. who are known to have 
stood for equal] rights for all 
human beings. It is true that 
there are peoples who are not 
as advanced as others, but as a 
rule this is due to lack of op- 
portunity and can be corrected 
in one or two generations by 
education and environment. 

When I was asked to sign

this .declaration of .con 
science, I at first hesitated, 


I felt that a country which 
needed to look at its own sit- 
uation and acknowledge the 
basic rights of all its own 
citizens and work for the 
necessary changes which 
would bring every citizen in 
the United States the oppor- 
tunity for complete develop- 
ment of his powers, might. 
better perhaps first sign a 
declaration of conscience 
covering his own country. 
I signed, however, because 
the situation here, bad as it 
is, is not quite the same as 
the situation in South Africa. 
The Negroes of our South 
have good leaders and though 
their education has been in- 


sufficient and their oppor- 
tunities for advancement 
ertainly not equal, still 
they have begun their up- 
ward climb. They are able to 
do much for themselves, and 
on the whole in this country 
there is a vast majority of 
people who are ready and 
willing to help them achieve 
equality of opporiunh; 
every area of our compli- 
eated civilization. 


Bitter as the feeling is at 
present in the South and in 
spite of the fact that com- 
munications between the races 
in many southern states seem 
to have deteriorated, the Su- 
preme Court decision and the 
feeling of the majority of the 
people of the nation will 
eventually, I am sure, bring 
about a solution to the pres- 
ent difficult situation. 

Someone suggested to me 
the other day that it might be 
started in the South by di- 
viding boys’ schools and girls’ 
schools and putting all. boys 
without discrimination into one 
school and all girls without 
discrimination into another, 


‘which would remove one of the 


chief objections of the south- 
erners. Whether this would 
help or not, I don’t know. 
But I am confident that the 
pressure of the majority feel- 
ing in this nation will be so 
overwhelming for equal rights 
for all our citizens that sooner 
or later this problem must 
have a solution which satis- 
factorily safeguard these rights.
